He 
graduated  from  Chaminade  High  School  and 
worked  his  way  through  Syracuse  University, 
earning  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  busi¬ 
ness  administration  and  a  law  degree.  He  was 
admitted  to  the  New  York  State  Bar  in  1962. 
He  has  four  children  and  five  grandchildren. 

Al  D’Amato  is  a  forceful  champion  of  New 
York’s  vital  interests  in  the  Senate  as  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Banking,  Housing,  and 
Urban  Affairs,  and  as  a  Member  of  the 
Committee  on  Finance.  As  Chairman  of  the 
Banking  Committee,  he  has  decisive  impact  on 
legislation  affecting  the  nation’s  economy, 
including  small  business,  housing,  transporta¬ 
tion,  consumer  credit,  mortgage  and  commer¬ 
cial  lending,  the  integrity  of  America’s  financial 
institutions,  the  securities,  bond  and  com¬ 
modities  markets,  as  well  as  trade  and  export 
enhancement.

)gured  this  trip’s  expense  into  their  yearly 
budget,  and  the  preference  of  a  smaller  fami¬ 
ly  trip  over  a  larger  group  trip.  These  are  obvi¬ 
ously  real  concerns.  But,  it  still  saddens  me  to 
think  that  a  congregation  of  1500  families  has 
trouble  getting  a  group  of  20-25  people  to 
travel  to  Israel  together. 

It  saddens  me  because  I  think  that  we  are 
missing  out  on  a  unique  community  opportu¬ 
nity:  to  share  together  sacred  time  in  a  sacred 
place.  Ask  any  teenager  who  has  traveled  to 
Israel  with  USY,  Ramah,  Nesiyab  or  any  of  the 
other  groups.  Ask  them  about  Israel,  what 
they  saw,  what  they  learned.  But  even  more, 
ask  them  what  was  most  meaningful  about 
their  experience.  Most  of  them  will  probably 
tell  you  with  great  enthusiasm  and  a  spark 
emanating  from  somewhere  deep  within  their 
souls  about  the  shared  group  moments,  the 
group  discussions  about  “Who  is  a  Jew?”  and 
other  topics  of  Jewish  concern.  Such  shared 
group  moments  not  only  make  a  sacred  place 
all  the  more  sacred,  but  create  and  cement 
relationships  that  last  long  after  the  trip  has 
yassed. 

That  is  what  a  group  experience  is  all 
about.  That  is  what  our  community  experi¬ 
ence  can  be  about.  This  synagogue  has  long 
felt  that  going  to  Israel  is  and  should  be  part 
of  an  integrated  Jewish  identity.  We  are  cur¬ 
rently  participating  in  the  Gift  of  Israel  pro¬ 
gram,  a  program  which  encourages  Bar  and 
Bat  Mitzvah-aged  children  to  visit  Israel  as 
part  of  a  group  sometime  during  their  high 
school  years.  In  honor  of  Rabbi  Judah  and 
Mrs.  Hadassah  Nadich’s  50th  Wedding 
Anniversary,  we  have  created  the  Nadich 
Israel  stipends,  which  will  be  given  each  year 
to  a  high  school  student  enrolled  in  our 
Rabbi  Judah  Nadich  High  School  to  use 
towards  the  cost  of  a  youth  group  trip  to 
Israel.  It’s  important  that  young  people  expe¬ 
rience  Israel,  but  it’s  equally  important  for 
adults  to  experience  (or  reexperience)  Israel 
as  well.  We  are  committed  to  congregational 
trips  to  Israel,  so  we  urge  you  to  plan  ahead. 
See  what  you  can  do  to  help  make  this  trip  a 
reality.  This  year  at  your  Passover  Sedarim 
when  you  say:  “Leshannah  Habaah 
peyerushalayim,”  be  thinking  about  joining 
'  us  next  March  1998.  Please  call  me  if  you 
have  any  questions  or  suggestions.

Finkel  spends  her  winter  in  Florida.  But  we 
look  forward  to  resuming  classes  on  April  3  as 
we  prepare  for  Pesah.
